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Merey Hospital Lays Off 


Grayling Mercy Hospital 
laid off 30 employees last 
Friday for an indefinite 
period. Sister Mary Ellen 
Howard, administrator, said 
“We had hoped to avoid lay- 
offs, but due to the con- 
tinuing low census and un- 
successful attempts to cut 
expenses, we simply had no 
other choice.” 

Mercy Hospital’s adminis- 
tration had tried to cut ex- 
penses by asking employees 
to voluntarily take time off 
or to use benefit time (vaca- 
tion or personal days). In 
some cases, employees were 
sent home when the work- 
load was down. 


The administrator said 
these programs had been ef- 
fective, but were only intend- 
ed as temporary measures. 
“A more long-term solution 
must be implemented,” she 
said. 

Hospital revenue has 
dropped over the past few 
months due to a low number 
of patients. The hospital is 
averaging 57 percent occu- 
pancy for their 90-bed acute 
care facility. According to 
Sister Mary Ellen, there 
have been some daily highs 
recorded in the patient cen- 
sus, but the year-to-date 
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average is below what had 
been budgeted for. 

Robert Rettenmaier, vice 
president of fiscal services, 
said the hospital staffed and 
anticipated expenses for 62 
percent occupancy in March 
and the actual rate was 57 
percent, “Consequently, we 
ran at 5 percent below 
budget in March, or approx- 
imately $100,000 below anti- 


cipated revenue.” 
“Tf this were an isolated 
low period,’”’ ~~ explained 


Sister Mary Ellen, ‘‘we 
would not be concerned; 
however, we are nine mon- 
ths into our fiscal year and 
the year-to-date average oc- 
cupancy rate is consistently 
running 5 to 6 percent below 
our budget predictions. This 
means we are approximate- 
ly $900,000 below budget in 
anticipated revenue for the 
nine month period,” 

As a further consequence, 
Mercy Hospital comes under

tems will change the en- 
vironment under which hos- 
pitals of the future will 
operate.

Sister Mary Ellen said the 
focus is presently on 
hospitals, but it will soon 
spread to other health care 
providers. She added, ‘“‘hos- 
pitals can no longer staff in 
anticipation of higher- 
patient periods. We must ad- 
just our staffing to meet our 
current needs, and be more 
flexible in staffing in the

future.’’ She mentioned part- 
time help as one way of 
having more _ staffing 
flexibility. 

“All this will have no ef- 
fect on the quality of care 
patients receive at Mercy 
Hospital,” the administrator 
said.

Sister Mary Ellen 
said she hoped the reduc- 
tions would be temporary 
and that some of the em- 
ployees would be called 
back. However, in the mean 
time, the hospital is working 
on offering employment ser- 
vices to laid-off employees to 
assist them in acquiring 
other jobs and dealing with 
the difficult times ahead, she 
said.

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In recommendations recently sent 
to the Legislature, Governor James 
Blanchard is targeting $9.5 million 
to take care of immediate health 
problems at 108 toxic waste sites 
and another $10.7 million for long- 
term evaluation of problems at 27 
sites, 

The cleanup recommendations, 
which include $750,000 as a contin- 
gency for immediate action at 
newlydiscovered sites, cover about 
half the sites given preliminary en- 
vironmental/health risk rankings 
last fall. 

The program, operated separately 
from the U.S. Superfund activities 
to clean up hazardous sites, was 
authorized by the 1982 Environmen- 
tal Response Act. 

The total number of sites covered 
by the $21 million to be spent during 
this and next fiscal years is 117, 
with some in line both for immediate 
action long-term evaluation. 

The immediate action to address 
health hazards includes providing 
alternative water supplies at 79 
sites, foncing or otherwise luting 
access to 21 sites and removing 
some exposed hazardous materials 
at 13 sites. 

The 108 sites slated for immediate 
action include every one which state 
officials determined posed health 
risks. 

Battle Creek’s Verona area, in- 
volving chemical contamination to 
municipal and residential wells for 
40,000 persons, tops the list for ac- 
tion, with the governor’s recommen- 
dations calling for $154,000 for im- 
mediate activities such as providing 
alternative water and $269,000 for 
environmental studies. 

The Steven’s landfill in Monroe 
County, which was the highest- 
ranked site in the preliminary list 
released last fall, is the second-rank- 
ed site now, but still with one of the 
highest recommended spending 
levels of any site - $1.4 million. 

Immediate actions would include 
$385,000 for fencing and surface

removal of wastes and $995,000 for 
geologic investigations evaluation 
of site characteristics, environmen- 
tal studies and a feasibility study. 

The largest amount recommended 
for any one site is the $2.8 million 
for residential wells at Niles contam- 
inated with TCE and other organics. 

The bulk of the funds, $1.7 
million, would go for alternative 
water supplies with the rest for fur- 
ther studies on how to deal with the 
contamination. 

The ranking of state sites targeted 
for clean-up, places emphasis on the 
current condition of the waste sites, 
risks to human health, an assess- 
ment of all environmental contam- 
ination rather than just hazardous 
waste as under the Superfund, and 
its assessment of danger of direct 
contact or risk of explosion and fire. 

Thus the highest ranked state site 
receiving Superfund money, Berlin 
and Farro’s chemical dump in 
Genesee County, is 16th on the state 
list for action, with $600,000 
recommended for removing soils 
contaminated with C-56. 

Low Level Radioactive 
Waste Commission Formed 

The Midwest Low Level Radio- 
active Waste Commission was for- 
mally constituted. The commission, 
which includes Michigan, is a first 
step towards a formed interstate 
compact that will help develop a 
regional plan for safe and efficient 
management of low-level radioactive 
waste generated in the area. 

The commission became formally 
constituted when Missouri became 
the fifth state to join. 

Other current members are In- 
diana, Iowa, Minnesota. There are 
11 other states eligible to join the 
commission which have until July 1 
to take advantage of automatic 
eligibility into the organization. 

The commission cannot become an 
interstate compact until approval is 
granted by Congress. Michigan’ g 
authority to joining the commission 
stems from a 1982 law.

We, the undersigned 
citizens and taxpayers of the 
district respectfully petition 
your Honorable Board to 
give the above statement full 
consideration and SO 
arrange that a ward school 
may he held on the south side 
of the river for such pupils of 


the lower grades, who other- — 


wise will largely be deprived 
of school privileges for the 
winter. 

It is understood that a 
small church in this part of 
the village may be rented, 
so that no great outlay of 
money would be required, 
simply the expense of rent, 
teachers salary and fuel.

October 19, 1911

Not very long ago, I was 
given a book on the history of 
the C.C.C. in Michigan from 
1933 to 1942. As histories go, 
it was well written. While it 
contained a little infor- 
mation about the Camp at 
Hartwick Pines, it was cer- 
tainly an enlightening 
discourse on the 3 C’s. Mr. 
Charles A. Symon wrote the 
book which was published in 
1983 by Richards Printing in 
Escanaba, Michigan. 

For eighteen years I have 
worked in the shadow of 
C.C.C. accomplishments. I 
may stand corrected but ac- 
cording to the information 
we have, Camp Hartwick 
Pines SP-6 was one of the 
longest-lived camps in the 
State, being open from 1934 
until 1942. The first crews 
were young men (mostly in 
their late teens to early 
twenties) and later veterans 
of the First World War. 

In its first two and one-half 
years, the crews constructed 
one foot bridge over the East 
Branch of the AuSable 
River, one vehicle bridge, 
one dwelling, nine equip- 
ment and storage houses, 
two museums, two miscella- 
neous camp buildings, 135 
rods of fence, 2.8 miles of 
telephone lines, one well, ten 
seats, 209 signs and 


markers, one mile of truck | 


road, and one and one-half 
miles of foot trails. In addi- 
tion, they planted trees on 
872 acres and devoted 57 
man-days to fighting forest 
fires. By the way, this is only 
a small portion of the work, 
some of which is still much 
in evidence today.

“Breast Cancer” 


By Tom Dana, R.T. 

Early detection of breast 
cancer is critical in the suc- 
cessful treatment of the 
disease. Many tumors are 
too small to be detected by 
the human hand during 
physical examinations and 
many tumors are missed by 
conventional x-ray equip- 
ment. 

According to a recent 
policy statement released by 
the American College of 
Radiology, ‘Mammography 
and physical examinations 
are clearly complimentary 
procedures and the end 
results are rnaterially im- 
proved when the two diag- 
nostic procedures are op- 
timally combined.” The 
statement further identifies 
the dedicated mamography 
unit as the most reliable 
method for breast x-rays. 

Locally, Grayling Mercy 
Hospital has a dedicated 
mamography unit and per- 
forms several exams per 
year. The advantage of the 
dedicated unit is a better 
detailed x-ray of the tissue 
with less radiation than with 
conventional equipment. 

In the late 1970's, a breast 
detection demonstration 
project indicated approxi- 
mately one-third of the 
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breast cancers occurred in 
women between 35 and 50. 
The majority of the unidenti- 
fied lesions were either in 
situ or did not involve the 
regional lymph nodes. How- 
ever, the important finding 
from this project was. that 
the greater percentage of 
cancers were detected by the 
mamography examinations. 

This is not to say physical 
examinations are no longer 
used. As earlier stated, the 
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however, detection of the 
primary tumor when it is 
small or non-palapable is 
critical and a properly per- 
formed examination with a 
dedicated mamography unit 


yields the most effective ~ 


results in the early detection 
of small growths. 

Approximately one in 
every ten women will 
develop breast cancer. Once 
past 35, the chances of 
acquiring breast cancer 


greatly § increase. The 
American College of 
Radiology suggest the 


following for women under 
30 because of research 
relating to the benefits and 
importance of early detec- 
tion. ‘“‘They represent the 
most pruden advice based 
upon best currently availa- 
ble evidence.” 

1, All women should be 
taught proper breast self- 
examination by the age of 20 
and should have annual 
physical examination of the 
breasts after age 35. . 

2. The first, or baseline, 
Mamograms should be ob- 
tained by age 40. An earlier 
age is preferable when there 
is a personal history of 
breast cancer or a history of 
pre-menopausal breast can- 
cer in the patient’s mother 
and/or sister. 

3. Subsequent mamo- 
graphic examinations should 
be performed at one to two 
year intervals determined 
by the combined analysis of 
physical and mamographic 
findings and other risk fac- 
tors, unless medically in- 
dicated sooner. 

4. Annual mamography 
and physical examination 
are recommended for all 
women over age 50.

—Authorized the Sheriff to spend up to $15 thousand on patrol 
vehicles from the State Auction, if the vehicles are suitable. 
—Granted ten days pay in lieu of vacation to a deputy sheriff. 
—Approved hiring of two part-time employees for the Marine 
Program to cover the period from May Ist through Labor Day, 
1984. 
—Authorized the Sheriff:to fill a vacant corrections cfficcr 
position. 
—Moved to request that Roscommon County transfer one year 
eight months past service of the probation officer from their ac- 
count under the Municipal Employees Retirement System to 
Crawferd's account, 
—Supported two Grand Traverse County Resolutions. The first 
urged the Legislature to reinstate the Sheriff's Secondary Road 
Patrol Budget at its full level of funding; the other supported 
removing the single cell occupany restriction on newly construc- 
ted jails. 
— Adopted a resolution petitioning the Legislature to amend the 
Michigan Lobbying Law as it pertains to local government. 
— Adopted a resolution permitting salaried County Library em- 
ployees to participate in the Michigan Municipal Employees 
Retirement System at a zero percent contribution by employees. 
—Moved to request the Grayling and Frederic Postal Services 
and the Road Commission. to preceed with initiating the Con- 
sumer’s Power Company numbering system. 
REPORTS AND ANNOUNCEMENTS: 
~The Mental Health District reorganized; and Judy Coffey of 
Wexford County is the Chairperson. 
~The Transportation Authority has developed an employee 
policy manual and organization chart. The audit is near comple- 
tion; and a report will follow. 
~—A MAC meeting to discuss solid waste incineration, alterna- 
tive energy sources, the railroad spur feasibility study and 
availability of land is scheduled for 11:00 a.m. April 16th at the 
K of C Hall. On hand will be representatives from the DNR, 
Military, State House of Representatives and Senate, Congress 
and NEMCOG. 
~Programs and the budget of the Health Dept. were reviewed 
with Jack Cinco, Dept. Director. Over forty programs are offered 
in Crawford by the District, which receives 4% of our county 
budget. The Department cut $20 thousand from its 1984 budget, 
$11,700.00 of which was earmarked to cover Crawford’s shortfall 
in appropriation. The funding formula for the Health Dept. is 
computed on population and state equalized value of the four 
participating counties. Only two of the four counties approved 
1984 appropriation as requested. Crawford is still funding at the 
1983 level. The Dept. is pursuing the JOBS Bill for high risk 
children. 
~The Sheriff reported on personnel shortages, and the impact of 
the hiring freeze on his operation. A corrections officer resigned; 
and the Undersheriff has chosen to return to his former position 
in the Command Unit. Statute requires that another Under- 
sheriff be appointed. The availability of a $9,100.00 Marine 
Safety Grant was reviewed; and it was reported that no assis- 
tance has been received from Mercy Hospital relative to am- 
bulance billing procedures. 
—Fred Schaibly, Lovells Township Supervisor, inquired about 
the County's micro-computer system for payroll and accounting; 
and expressed interest in expanding its capabilities to accommo- 
date tax rolls and assessments for the townships. Such an ex- 
pansion of the program would cost approximately $11 thousand. 
—Howard ‘Taylor, Manager of the Grayling Recreation 
Authority, secured a consensus from the Board that a millage 
proposal for recreation should be placed on the ballot at the 
August Primary. A study committee was appointed to deter- 
mine which parks in the County should be included, and the 
amount of millage to be requested. 
—Randy Thompson, HUD Director, discussed the pre-applica- 
tion for the DNR Land and Conservation Fund Grant for the 
Wakeley Bridge site. It was decided that he should delay the pre- 
application until it was determined whether Wakeley Bridge 
Park would be included under any recreation millage proposal. 
—Beverly Cuthbert, DSS Director, briefed the Board on the 
present DSS Hospitalization Program, which covers life- 
threatening situations only. DSS ig considering expaiiding the 
program to include situations in which permanent damage would 
result without treatment. Broadening the coverage could result 
in the County being liable for the difference between what medi- 
caid pays and the cost for treatment. The program was referred 


’ tothe Assistant Prosecutor for review. 


—DPW reported that no additional money from the counties was 
required for road repair at the landfill. We're still awaiting DNR 
acceptance of the construction plans. The clay cover will be the 
biggest expense. Corp of Engineers assistance is still being 
sougnt. 

-~The financial position of the County's insurance authority has 
been termed excellent. 

—Commissioner Joyce will participate in a Land Use Inventory 
TV presentation March 28th, 

Labor reported that AFSCME negotiations are underway; and 
Sheriff Dept. non-supervisory personnel have elected to affiliate 
with the Fraternal Order of Police. It is hoped that contracts will 
be ready for ratification soon. 

—A special use permit is being considered by the Zoning Com- 
mission, 

DISCUSSION ITEMS INCLUDED: 

—A Senate Bill regarding full-time prosecutors, Mattis contact- 
ed Senators Binsfeld and Irwin to state opposition, 

—-A request for an Artrain contribution. No monies are budgeted 
for community promotion; and a legal opinion will be obtained to 
see if such appropriations are proper. 

~-The vehicle purchase line item in the Sheriff’s budget. The 
1983 budget allowed $23,500.00 for vehicles; and the figure was 
only backed into the 1982 budget by the audit. Since 1984 fund- 
ing was intended to be set at 1983 levels; and since the 
$23,600.00 was meant for the 1983 budget; that amount for 
vehicles should have been carried forth to 1984, and be an 
allowable expense.
